ADJUTANT GENERAL’s REPORT. 5 


: A commission was created by an act of the last Legis- 
lature, to audit the claims for losses sustained by settlers on 
the western frontier. Section seven of the act reads as fol- 
lows, to-wit : | 

“'That it be and hereby is made the duty of the Adjutant 
General to notify the settlers in the frontier counties, by cir- 
cular letters sent to such persons as in his opinion will give 
it publicity, that such commission has been appointed, and 
the object thereof, at least two weeks before the 31st day of 
May, which letter shall sufficiently detail the object of said 
commission, so that the same shall not be unnecessarily de- 
layed in the performance of its duty.” | 


In compliance with this section of the act, I issued the 
following circular, and sent copies to such persons as E 
thought would give it publicity: ' |

STATE oF KANSAB,

 TopEKA, May 15, 1871. 


It is herebv announced for the information and guidance 
of all concerned, that, by virtue of an act entitled “An act to 
provide for the settlement of the losses sustained between 
the years 1861 and 1871, by the settlers on the western fron- 
tier, from Indian depredations,” approved February 28, 1871, 
the following named Commissioners have been appointed by 
the Governor of the State of Kansas, viz: | 

D. D. Colley, Leavenworth ; 

David Heller, Clyde, Cloud county ; 


Thomas W. Bown, Marion Center, Marion county. 


They will meet at Topeka, Kansas, on the 6th day of 
June, 1871, for the purpose of taking the necessary oaths and 
entering upon the performance of their duties, which will be 
“to examine in all particulars into the claims of the citizens 
of this State, residing on the frontier adjacent to the country 


roamed over by the Indians of the plains, which claims are 


f ge — 
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for the loss of stock and other property stolen, destroyed 
and gone to waste by reason of the depredations of the In- 
dians of any tribe that frequently have passed through that 
region of country, and also any claims that may be presented 
for damages for loss of property only, that may have risen 
from any settler having been compelled to abandon his claim 
or farm or home by reason of said Indian hostilities or raids.“ 


The Commissioners will make a report to the Governor, 
on or before the 10th day of August next. 


Claimants will, if known, give the name or tribe of Indi 
ans that committed the depredations. 


The forms of proof will be the affidavit of the claimant, 
supported by at least’ two disinterested witnesses, and such 
other evidence as the Commission may require. 


Citizens of the State having sustained losses as above 
set forth, may send claims to Topeka, Kansas, directed in 
care of. this office, until June 6th, 1871, after which time 
claims will be forwarded to such places as the Board of Com- 
missioners may designate.

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The Commissioners met and organized on the day ap- 
pointed, remaining in session at Topeka until the 10th day 
of June, and after having visited the counties of Marion, 
Saline and Cloud, holding sessions at different places in those 
counties, they adjourned on the 5th of August, reporting the 
number of claims audited by them as one hundred and eighty- 
five, amounting to two hundred and thirty-six thousand, 
seven hundred and seventeen dollars and seventy-five cents 
($236,717.75.) Over thirty claims have been sent to this 
office since the adjournment of the Board, amounting in the 
aggregate to twenty-six thousand, four hundred and forty- 
four dollars. As these claims appear to be of the same class 
as those already audited, I would respectfully suggest that 
Your Excellency recommend that some action be taken by 
the incoming Legislature to have them examined and allowed. 


— 
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It affords me great satisfaction to report that during the 
year our frontier settlers have been almost entirely free from 
alarms caused by the appearance of hostile Indians. To the 
‘precautionary measure taken by Your Excellency, of having 
United States troops stationed in advance of the thickly 
"settled portions of our western frontier counties, is mainly to 
be attributed this pleasing fact. 


STATE ARMS.
